in iMissouri. Some attempt has been 
made to inject .be Clark Wilson con- 
test into the fight for the democratic 
gubernatorial nomination, but with­ 
out much success. On the republican 
side, the rivalry between the Taft and 
Roosevelt followers is manifesting it- 
seli in a fight for control of the state 
organization, but the indications are 
that the rack and file of the party will 
Pay little attention to the presidential 
contest in making up the state tick­ 
et. The Roosevelt people are focusing 
their efforts on the election of coun­ 
ty chairm an with a view to captur­ 
ing control of the state committee 
and the state organization later on.

Three Hour Rain at Tishomingo, 
Tishomingo, Ok., Aug. I.—A steady 
downpour of rain fell here today for 
three hours. This insures a bumper 
corn crop for Tishomingo. At no time 
during the season has corn suffered 
for rain, and the fields of W’ashita and 
South Bottoms will yield from sixty to 
seventy-five bushels per 
acre.

cotton crop is promising. 


Col. Marcum, the well known attor­ 
ney of Muskogee, and former member 
of the democratic national committee 
for Indian Territory, addressed a fair 
sized crowd Thursday evening in the 
interest of the candidacy of Senator 
Owen for re-election. 
The colonel dealt largely with Has­ 
kell’s record and also answered some 
of the campaign 
reports circulated 
about Owen by Haskell. He criticised 
Haskell severely for his action in call­ 
ing off the grand jury that was inves­ 
tigating the Columbia bank case and 
another at Muskogee that was very 
active in pursuit of officers derelict 
in duty and other malefactors. He al­ 
so took up the lot cases* and raked 
Haskell for his action in getting his 
case continued as long as possible and 
then pleading limitations. 
He 
also 
touched on the numerous suits and 
judgments against Haskell and some 
transactions in connection with the 
Muskogee-Fort 
Gibson 
interurban 
which was recently built by Haskell. 
Haskell has had a great deal to say 
in his literature and speeches about 
how* Owen defrauded Flora Hill, an al­ 
leged Creek woman, out of her allot­ 
ment. Col. 
‘Marcum 
declared 
that 
Flora Hill is a negro woman living at 
Muskogee and that 
she 
had 
given 
deeds to the allotment in question to 
five different people, evidently being 
something of a grafter herself. 
He called attention to the fact that 
although Haskell had charged Owen 
with being the author of the write-up 
in the Phoenix in which Mrs. Owen s 
picture appeared, and which Haskell 
had sent broadcast, every one con­ 
nected with the 
paper had 
issued 
statements to the contrary, all of it 
being the voluntary work of the so­ 
ciety editor who obtained the photo 
from Mrs. Owen’s mother, and who 
wrote the item in question without 
consulting the Owens anything about 
it. These statements have been pub­ 
lished in the Phoenix over the signa­ 
tures of all parties concerned. 
It was his opinion that Haskell had 
made a sorry effort in trying to reach 
the senate by trying to base his cam­ 
paign on Owen s shortcomings rather 
than his own merits.

W aists, One# tho Conter of African 
Civilization, Now Nothing but 
Hoop o f Ruin*. 


Another ''Mysterious 
city 
of tho 
desert hoe given up its secrets; Wslats 
bas boon entered by a white explorer." 
Until Inst January Wain ta—Duals ta. 
tho French spell it—was more mysteri­ 
ous even than fabled 
Ttmbuctu, its 
distant neighbor. 
In the tenth century W aists was a 
great city, the center of civilization, 
from which the religion 
of 
Islam 
spread throughout western Africa. 
Up to the twelfth century It was the 
prosperous capital of the kingdom of 
Cana, the market to which came all 
the nations of Africa, with caravan 
routes across the desert 
to 
Tunis, 
Touat, Tafllelt and Fez. Here gathered 
the wise men and the doctors of the 
law of Mahomet. 
Then, like 
all 
Babylon# 
and all 
Tyres, It began to decline. Timbuctu, 
a younger city, gradually stole away 
Its trade and usurped its position as 
an I* '.ellectual center. 
In the 
four* 
teen lh century It had lost Its splendor. 
Two centuries more and the sultans 
of Morocco, extending their conquests 
to the south, occupied It and It became 
only one of the many conquered towns.

French commandant at Timbuctu, de­ 
termined to dispel the mystery. 
At 
the head of a camel corps of 200 sol­ 
diers, he marched across the desert 
and occupied the city without firing a 
shot, eighteen years 
to the 
month 
after the French entry Into Timbuc- 
tu. 
Only a few poor families now live 
In the ruins of what was once a great 
city, as the remains of its walls, cita­ 
del 
and 
massive mosques 
testify. 
There are left, even, some decorations 
of the style made familiar by the Al­ 
hambra, that prove that once the arts 
were studied here as well as In the 
other Moorish empire 
north 
of the 
straits of Gibraltar.

It is the 
first case on record of goods being 
given up by the sea to a railroad com­ 
pany, and there la no hook In the of­ 
fice for keeping track of this class of 
freight. The wine was originally sent 
by the Italian colony of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia.—Houston Post.
